'*On this Pageant are repreſented four Franciſcan Fryars in 
their proper Habits, whereof two are Cap.ichines in Gray 
Ruſſert, with a Cord tied about their Middle, and long Cowls 
coming on their Head, and rhence hanging behind with a 
Tayl like Hypocratess Sleeve, The other two are Minorites, 
which is a Diminitive Species of theſe Franciſcan Birds, and 
they are clad in a Cinamon-colour'd Habit,, with ſhorter 
Cowls. And know that their Devotion to the Rules of St: 
Francis is greater by far than to Chriſts Goſpel, which they 
think to be a Rule of leſs Perfe&ion : And ſome of their Di- 
vine Poems do confidently ſay, That what Chriſt did for our 
Redemption of old, Francis does of late, the Blood and Me- 
Tits of this latter ſaves now,as well as his did then; Qui modo

alterable bounds of Morality and Chriſtianity, and by a pliable Scheme 
of Policy, ſutable to every Princes Luſt, they deſtroy all Governments

The Fifth Pageant. | 
Hereare Mounted Two Biſhops, a tort of Diſciples of Chriſt, that 
pretend to take place of ordinary Dukes and Princes : Behind them are- 
two Popiſh Archbiſhops in their Porteficahibus;, they differ in their Croli- 
ers, being tuch Names and Habits as I neverread of in the Goſpel.

Two Patriarchs with two-forked Crofiers, in Biſhop-like Veſt-

Here comes Antichriſt himſelf; for neither Chrz/t nor Peter ever took 
ſuch a worldly prodigal Grandenr on them , he is all arrayed in Scarlet- 
Robes, Furr*d with Ermines, and covered with Gold and Silver-Lace, 
with a triple Crown, on the Frent whereof is writ, MCSTERTY , he 
holdeth 2 Keys in his hands, which are pretended to be of a Place where 
ke is never like to get in himſelf,two Swords ſtand at his Right Hand,ty- 
pifying that of Excommunication, and of the Civil Dominion he claims 
over Kings and Princes; whereiore there is the poor Emperor Frederick 
ſprawling under his feet ; on wiioſe Neck he infolently rrode at Ferice.

In this Fatal Pomp the Proceſſion ſets out from White-Chappel-Bars, 
and on through Biſbop/gate, through-Cornhil, Cheapſide and Lnadgate, till 
it comes to Temple-Bar, where it receives its Sentence to be Burnt be- 
fore Queen Beſſes Throne; an in remembrance of her happy Days, 
and for the Victories that God fives us inour Days againſt the Pope 
and his Emiſfaries, the Solemaity is cloſed with Fuzees and artificial 
Fires. | |
